When the babe was given to Mr. and 
Mrs. Kendall by the mother, it was 
verbally agreed that they should keep 
it as their own, but no adoption 
papers were made out. 
Of late the 


mother and other relatives had been 
trying to get possession of the boy, 
but the Kendalls would Dot give him 
up. 
On Monday Mrs. Btentley and 


another daughter, Mrs. Llllybridge, 
of Lathrope, Minn., came up from 
P*lainfleld with a two seated carriage, 
and in the evening were seen in the 
vicinity of the Kendall residence, 
1417 Clark street. Mr. Kendall was 
at home at the time, however, and 
they kept at a distance. 
Kendall 


works at the Finch livery stable, *nd 
Tuesday evening Mrs. Bentley asked 
Mrs. Kendall to allow the boy to go 
Beadreau's store, on Main street, and 
get some stamps. 
Nothing wrong 


was suspected, but after the boy had 
came out he was lateen by Mrs. Bent- 
ley and Mrs. Lillybridge, placed in 
the waiting rig, and all drove rapidly 
toward McDill, the boy screaming at 
the top of his voice. The kidnappers 
•passed Chief Kingsbury near the cor- 
ner of Center avenue and Dixon street, 
and the boy cried out, "Mr. police- 
man, save me; they are stealing me." 
The chief jumped .on his wheel and 
took after the rig, but could not over- 
take it, being prevented by a switch- 
ing train at the Central'crossing. Mr. 
Kendall was telephoned to, and with 
bicycle riders and friends tracked the 
kidnappers as far east as the Henry 
Cate farm in Stock ton. 
Mrs. Ken- 


dall took the 2:30 train for Waupaca, 
but finding no trace of the boy, her 
mother or sister, came back this fore- 
noon and went to Plain field at 10:20. 
It is now suspected that they went to 
the latter place, but Kendall says he 
thinks the aunt will endeavor to 
escape with the boy to Minnesota. 


The kidnappers created much ex- 


citement as the horses went galloping 
through the streets on the east and 
south side, with the boy shouting and 
crying, and many thought the team 
running away. 
Mr. Kendall 
has 


retained Raymond & Owen, and will 
make every effort to regain possession 
of the boy. 
A previous attempt was 


made to kidnap the lad, but it was 
unsuccessful.

Rood and Kuhl alternated at the 
piano during the several musical num- 
bers, and the program was opened 
with "Hail, Smiling Morn," by the 
Normal Chorus. 
Rev. R. H. Weller 


invoked the divine blessing, and Miss 
Minnie McDonald followed with a 
solo, "Oh ! Heavy Laden, Come to 
me." 


Herbert S. Perry, of Merrillan, was 


the first of three graduates to speak, 
and his subject, was "The Price of 
Our Freedom," and his oration was 
delivered in an easy, careful and dis- 
tinct manner, showing excellent pre- 
paration. 
"He carried his hearers 


back in memory some nineteen hun- 
dred years ago, when a baud of bar- 
barians, under command of Armlnlus, 
hurled themselves upon the legions of 
the Roman general, Yarus.

All men are created equal is a divite 
(ruth, and the cost to purge this 
nation of the sin of slavery was 
referred to in fitting terms, and now, 
years after the last broken shackels 
fell from the hands of the slave, a 
united nation sends up thanks to God 
that the price of our freedom was not 
paid in vain. 


The subject of John T. Clements' 


oration was "The Social Settlement." 
Mr. Clements is a Stevens Pointer, a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Thos. Clements, 
and he said the social settlement was 
first organized in the Whitechapal 
district of London, having been con- 
ceived by a few university men. 
It 


thereafter spread to this country, 
having branches in nearly every great 
city, and is not an organization so 
much for temporary relief, as to pro- 
mote a study of sociology and create 
a taste for art, economics, etc., among 
the less fortunate, There is also to 
be found the nursery department, the 
coffee house, art gallery, music room, 
lecture ball, library, gymnasium, and 
the districts characterized as "little 
tiell" are being rapidly reformed and 
transformed.

A long list of claims 
were allowed, amounting to $30,380.- 
63, and one will be paid in full, that 
ot the Central National bank, Mil- 
waukee, which holds collateral in the 
form of certificates of deposit issued 
to Benj. Burr, amounting,to $17,000. 
as well as about $9,000 of rediscounted 
paper, and the payment of their claim 
will release this collateral. 
There 


are also about $10,000 of claims, 
which are regarded as contingent 
liabilities, including those of stock- 
holders who were depositors at the 
time of the failure, and these will be 
held in abeyance until the liabilities 
of the stockholders are adjusted and 
determined.

Nelson, in connection with the bond 
of the former as cashier of the Com- 
mercial bank, will be discontinued.

Evidence* of Them Foand !• tk

The town of Nottingham in 124 miles 


north of London. A part of the town is 
on low lying ground close to the rirw 
Treat, where floods sometimes occur, 
but the rest of the town is built on a 
series of red sandstone, hills. It'is sit- 
uated on the southeastern fringe of the 
great Derbyshire coal Held, and the 
historic forest of Sherwood formerly 
spread almost up to tho city walla. 
Now this forest has, in a great measure, 
been cut down, and this has reduced the 
rainfall, raised tho temperature aud 
rendered the climate of the town drier 
and more bracing than it used to be. 
The mean annual rainfall ia now 25 
inches and the temperature 47 degrees. 
As sandstone i« soft and easily cat it ia 
only natural that the early dwellers in 
caves came, and lived in holes dug in 
the hills of Nottingham, particularly 
as the forest close at hand was a good 
hunting ground where game could be 
captured for food. 


Bronze and other tools employed by 


these early and prehistoric inhabitants 
are occasionally found, and the first 
name known to have been given to tho 
place was Snotingaham. This in Celtic 
means "the homo among tho rocks." 
Afterward it became one of the towns 
of the kingdom of Morcia, and in tho 
ninth and tenth centuries was one of 
tho five chief northern strongholds of 
the Danes. Already what is now known 
as the Castlehill wsis a strongly forti- 
fied position, and it was in his attempt 
to capture this fortress that Alfred the 
Great was signally defeated by the 
Danes. Two hundred years later, when 
William the Conqueror in his turn sub- 
jugated the Saxons, ho rebuilt the cas- 
tle of Nottingham and placed it under 
tho command of his natural son, Wil- 
liam Peverel. 


But it was here also that Saxon re- 


sistance continued for many a long 
year, for it was in tho great forest hard 
by that Robin Hood and his merry men 
dwelt These outlaws wero Saxons who 
were dissatisfied with tho Norman rule 
and preferred a lite of brigandage to 
submission. The holes dug in the rocks, 
the passages made through the sand- 
stone mountains, enabled these boldfor- 
esters to occasionally appear in tho 
town and close under the Norman bat- 
tlements.—Boston Post.

TEACHERS WILL REPAIR TO THE NA- 
TIONAL EDUCATIONAL CONVENTION. 


To B» Held *t Hofltlu K«rljr In Julj—An 


AttcBdwne* of Twenty ThouMOd b Kz- 
pcctod. and Groat Prcparatlout AM. lte> 
lug M>d* For Their Kntcrtalumcnt. 


The auiiaal session of tlio National 


Educational asmx-iatiou is to bc< hold in 
Buffalo, begiuuiiig July 3 ami closing 
July 11. It will be a grout coiigross of 
educators, in which the 450,000 school 
teachers iu this eouutry will bo nnw- 
seuted by at least 20,000 of their num- 
ber. 


The practical results from this yearly 


gathering are beyond measure. Every 
schoolteacher who attends carries baok 
to her work new ideas, new theories of 
instruction and gains the stimulus to 
put some of them into operation. The 
convention is really a school for tho 
'teachers, where the most advanced pre- 
ceptors gather to exchange ideas which 
may be taken advantage of by the niowt 
humble teacher. The convention plat- 
form is the forum from which the com- 
bined thought of the best educators of 
the age is announced and commented 
upon. 
, It is not only a great gathering of 
teachers, but it is a well organized and 
carefully classified body which ia sub- 
divided in such a way that special aa 
well as general work may be done. Each 
forenoon there will be a general meeting 
attended by all delegates in the large 
Buffalo Music hall, but iu tho afteruoou 
there will be separate sessions of the 15 
or more various departments. It is iu 
these departments that the special work 
is taken' up. Tho superintendents of 
schools, for instance, are members of 
one department and they discuss at their 
meetings subjects which would have no 
interest at all to the kindergarten or 
elementary teachers, who have thoir 
own department sessions at which mat- 
ters with which they are familiar are 
talked about by men and women who 
have made their subjects the stuu> c.v 
years. 


There are departments for teachers of 


art, music, physical culture, natural 
science and other branches. Each de- 
partment has two sessions a week, so 
that on the other days the teachers may 
attend the meetings of other depart- 
ments than their own iu which they 
may happen to be interested. 


For three'days before the meeting of 


the convention the national council. 


PRESIDENT NEWTON C. DOtJGHEKTY. 


which ia the executive body of tho asso- 
ciation, will hold meetings at which the 
routine business may be cleared up. It 
is composed of the president, vice presi- 
dent, secretary, treasurer and tho chair- 
man of the board of trustees. The presi- 
dent of tho association is Newton C. 
Dougherty. Ho is the superintendent of 
schools at Peoria, Ills. He is a native of 
Philadelphia and was graduated from 
the high school of that city. In 1808, 
when ho was 21 years of age, he moved 
to Illiuois'and became principal of the 
schools of Morris. He was afterward for 
flvo years principal of tho Rocky Hill 
seminary and then went to Peoria to as- 
sume the position which he now occu- 
pies. 


The first vice president, Professor 


Nicholas Murray Butler, is one of the 
best known of eastern educators, though 
but 84 years old. He was educated at 
Columbia university and studied at uni- 
versities in Berlin and Paris. In 1887 
he organized tho New York College for 
the Training of Teachers and a year 
later became professor of philosophy and 
education at Columbia and since 1890 
he has been the dean of that university. 
He is the oditor of The University Re- 
view and has written extensively on ed- 
ucational subjects. 


Irwin Shepard, the secretary, is the 


president of the State Normal school at 
Winona, Minn., which position ho has 
hold since 1879. He is a native of New 
York state and a graduate of Mount 
Olivet college, Michigan. 


Tho treasurer, I. C. McNeil 1, lives in 


Kansas City, where he has been assist- 
ant superintendent of schools since 1890. 


The schoolteachers who will attend 


this convention will come from every 
state in the Union. Some will come 
from districts where the log Bchool- 
honao is still in use and others from 
the large cities where elaborately equip- 
ped structures offer every advantage to 
the conscientious teacher for study and 
advancement. A large number of col- 
lege professors and university president* 
will attend and will contribute to the 
general interest of the sosttions by read- 
ing osRuys or delivering addresses on 
educational topics. Aa soon as tho con- 
vention if over the thousands of school- 
teachen will scatter to various part* of 
the country to enjoy the remainder of 
their vacation. Of course the mcnt of 
them will visit Niagara fall* during 
their atay in Buffalo, but when they 
ICHTC ttacy will go to the «CMhove and 
mountain rramrta in large pMtira. Thi* 
ia one of the featorea of the convention, 
which makea its amaiona an popular and 
attract* ao many thowwmla of »r>hool- 
teachftiw «rerjr fear.

AN INGENIOUS PICTURE. 


It Show* the Ut'cd of a Living P«raon Ap- 


parently Holt L'prlKht on • I'lat*. 


One of the latest tricks is to photograph 


a living hciul on a pluto. The clolunion is 
merely a photographic one 
Photographs 


tiikon in this \viiy t>ho>v the head of a liv- 
ing I.OI'MJU re«tiiiK 011 a plate which forms 
part of tho furnishing of a dinner table. 
Tho object is not at nil growsomo. In fact, 
it preserves au absolute lifelike appear- 
ance 
The contrivance for bringing about 


this remarkable delusion is so simple that 
any ouo may arrange It It is only neces- 
sary to remove the central leal of au ordi- 
nary extension table and to provide a plate 
or p»u cut away so that It may bo con- 
veniently placed around tho nock. Tho 
person to be photographed is seated under 
the table so that tho head aprrcars just 
above tho table top. The cloth and the 
ordinary dinner bet are then arranged In 
tho usual wuy, 
Tho head is put through 


a hole iu the cloth, and tho plate or dish 1* 
placed closely about tho nock. Of course 
the delusion is heightened by the camera. 
Any ouo would recognize the dcwption at 
a glanco, but tho uuncru sees it with a 
more partial eye. Pictures inado lu this 
manner hare often been extremely pui- 
zling 


Tho trick of photographing a fly or an 


ant lu such a way that it looks like, some 
gigantic monster of prehistoric times Is 
also very simple. Tho eye estimates sizes 
wholly by comparison. Wo judge the size 
of unfamiliar objects by comparison with 
more familiar ones. The moon, for exam- 
ple, appears very much larger as it rises 
above tho housetops than when it is direct- 
ly overhead. It is only necessary to sot a 
miniature clvurch about an inch In height 
beside an ordinary fly in order to show, In 
the photograph at least, a strange, fierce 
anlimil us large asacablo-car. Tlio camera 
by reproducing only tho two objects makes 
it impossible to estimate tho actual size of 
cither of thorn. This sumo principle bas 
been applied successfully lu photographing 
snakes and fishes. An ordinary ground 
worm three or four inches In length hag 
been made to appear like an enormous py- 
thon. It is only necessary to twlno this 
worm about a tiny toy fence and photo- 
graph it in order to produce an illusion 
which It ie impossible to detect.—Now 
York Journal.

Indeed it may be laid down as a 


general law iu painting—n law to which I 
should like to call the attention of my 
friends, the impressionists—that the only 
way to arrive at a really masterly sketch!- 
ness is to do a great deal of preliminary 
work In a very precise and careful style. 


Even when the mcthud of Velasquez was 


most nip 111 and summary H never degene- 
rated Into airelesKuess. indeed he woe one 
of tho few court painters who have been 
able to resist the deteriorating influences 
of his surroundings. Holbein was another, 
but they were no doubt both of them men 
of very exceptional character. 


These surroundings, however, although 


they did not degrade tho man, have un- 
doubtedly endangered his reputation as a 
painter, far the constant demand for re- 
plicas of his royal portraits necessitated his 
sotting up a workshop whore these replicas 
wore produced by his assistants Although 
ho never did careless work himself, yet bo 
made himself responsible for a great deal 
of work that was done by Inferior hands. 
It Is this question of tho workshop that 
makes it so enormously difficult to be sure 
of the genuineness of any reputed work of 
the master. For Instance, there was later 
ly exhibited at tho New gallery about 40 
pictures assigned to Vclasqtu1/, but I think 
most good judges will say that not more 
than six or seven of them at the outside 
aro by his hand. 


That Velasquc/',, when ho bud a good 


chance, could manage a portrait group as 
well even as tho great Dutch painters am 
be seen from tho magnificent picture of the 
surrender of Breda commonly called "Tho 
Lances, "of which there was a poor copy 
at tho New gallery.—Nineteenth Century.

Brest, France, June 19.—The British 


steamship Drummond Castle, Captain 
N. M. Pierce, from Cape Town for Lon- 
don, struck upon a sunken rock at mid- 
night Tuesday and sank three minutes 
later, with 144 passengers and 103 of- 
ficers and crew on board. 


Two men were picked up floating on 


some wreckage 
by 
fishermen 
off 


Ushant, near which point the steamer 
went down. It is hoped, however, that 
some ol the passengers and crew 
escaped in the boats. 


Tugs have been sent out from this 


port to the scene of the disaster in the 
hope of picking up some survivors. 


The sole survivor at Ushant of the 


Drummond Castle is a man named 
MacQuart. Six bodies have already 
been recovered there. 


The vessel sank and disappeared en- 


tirely in about three minutes 
after 


striking. Only two boats were launched 
and one of these is believed to havo 
been lost. 
The passengers must have 


bt*n asleep when the vessel struck. 


Seafaring men believe 
the Drum- 


mond Castle, while at full speed, struck 
the ledge, ripped open the Avater-tight 
compartments and the greater part at 
the ship's bottom, slid across the ledge, 
or went down in the deep water on the 
outside. The ledge is near the Island 
of Molene, half way between Ushant 
and '.he French coast.

Milton B. Wells, an employe at the 


Wells, a well known employe at the 
Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern 


railway machine shops was the perpe- 
trator Monday night of a crime that has 
resulted in murder. Miss Jennie Wal- 
ters, an attractive and exceptionally 
popular young woman, is the victim. 
Wells called the young woman over to 
his house ostensibly to get a chair 
which he had told her he would give 
her. 
When she entered the door he 


threw a quantity of kerosene oil over 
her and ignited it. 
Then without a 


moment's hesitation he drew a revolver 
and fired, the ball grazing the bstck of 
her head. 
Another shot struck her 


chin, breaking her jaw, dislodging sev- 
eral teeth, and lodged at the base of 
her brain. 
The young woman died 


Tuesday at 10 o'clock in great agony. 
The talk of lynching becamt so strong 
when her death became public that 
Wells was placed in a carriage and 
speedily taken to Goshen and placed 
in the county jail.

k BIG SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


The Monster Convention Soon to 


Be Held In Boston. 


DELEGATES FBOM ALL AMERICA. 


They Will Reprmeut 140.0OO ScKoola 


10,000,000 Scholar, and Teacher.—Plan* 
For Enlarged aad Improved Su»«lay 
School Work—Tho LcMon Schedulo. 


Representatives of tbe 140,000 Sab- 


bath school:) of North America will 
gather at Boston oil June 33 to attend 
the eighth international Sunday achool 
convention. There will be 3,000 regu- 
larly appointed delegates present, but 
they will bo accompanied by so many 
friends and others interested in the work 
that the Hnb will find itself called upon 
to entertain fully 10,000 persons. 


These delegates represent 
Sunday 


schools scattered all over the United 
States and the British provinces, with 
an aggregate membership of 10,000,000 
scholars and teachers. Big round num- 
bers these are. But that is what these 
delegates talk about. You would learn, 
should yon attend the convention, that 
the figures given are compiled from 
actual statistics which are gathered

through the perfectlyorganized machin- 
ery of the International Sunday School 
Association. You wouW learn, too, that 
they not only know just how many chil 
'dren in the country attend Sabbath 
ischool, but how many children rto not 
and you would hear plans discussed for 
Twinging in these outsiders. It is not 
stated whether these statistics are made 
mp along about Christmas time or dur- 
ing the picnic season, When the Sunday 
school tide is at its highest, or during 
normal periods, but it is probable that 
the figures are conservative. 


Besides the international convention, 


which is a triennial gathering, this is 
also the thirtieth annual national con- 
vention. The general objects of the 
convention are to improrc and enlarge 
the field of Sunday school work. The 
great ambition of the delegates is to hit 
upon some plan for gathering in the 
millions of children who for various 
reasons do not attend Sunday schools. 
TLo organization is wholly interdenomi- 
national, and Baptists, Methodists and 
Presbyterians, as well as members of 
other churches, work in harmony to- 
gether. The question of creeds is never 
brought,up, and so there are no clashes 
arising from this source. 


One of the most interesting features 


of this association is the thoroughness 
with which it is organized. It u a great 
machine, exerting its power and influ- 
ence in a most praiseworthy cause. The 
delegates come from every part of the 
continent. Pastors, teachers and officers 
of all Protestant evangelical Sunday 
school-i are entitled to participate, but 
the official delegates are chosen by the 
state territorial and provincial conven- 
tions. 


The international executive commit- 


tee is composed of 60 members, one from 
each of the states, territories and prov- 
inces. The members are elected at the 
triennial conventions upon recommenda- 
tion of the local annual conventions. 
They hold office for three years. During 
the interval between the international 
conventions the executive committee 
meets annually to direct the work. This 
committee also has a subdivision, known 
as the central committee, which meets 
as often as called together by the chair- 
man. 


The work is divided into two parts— 


the work of ingathering and the work 
of upbuilding or the increase and the 
improvement of the Sunday schools. 
This work is conducted by means of 
conventions and institutes, with two 
great auxiliaries, called "The Home 
Class Department" and the "House to 
House Visitation." What the work of 
these two divisions consists of is indi- 
cated by the titles they bear. 


When the international convention 


convenes and gets down to business ev- 
erything will be conducted according to

finer minute in the couuty and district 
conventions. To them smaller conven- 
tions are wnt qualified workers, either 
paid or voluntary, who bring to the re- 
mote or weaker Sunday schools a knowl- 
edge "of the best methods of working. 
They expound plans for the systematic 
visits to every home in the district and 
show how home classes may be formed. 
It is the object of the general association 
to have this organization complete 
throughout the country and the question 
of how to obtain this is discussed at the 
triennial conventions by men of wide 
experience. 


According to a recent report prepared 


by Chairman B. F. Jacobs of the execu- 
tive committee/ the work of organization 
is considered thorough in 16 states and 
provinces, good in 15 states and pro- 
vinces and partial in 86 states, terri- 
tories and provinces, while Alaska, 
Idaho and Nevada are unorganized. 
Salaried workers to the number of 48 
are employed but many more are needed. 


"It is a startling statement," says 


Mr. Jacobs, "but 1,000,000 of the col- 
ored children of this country are not in 
a school of any kind and one-half the 
children and youth of America do not 
attend Sunday school. To enable the 
executive committee to extend and im- 
prove its work we ask $35,000 annually 
in special contributions." 


Another, and perhaps one of the most 


interesting features of the organization, 
is the international Sunday school lesson 
committee and its work. It is composed 
of 15 members, representing the larger 
denominations, who are elected for terms 
of six years each. A new committee 
will be chosen at the coming convention, 
which lends to it an unusual interest. 


This committee meets annually and 


selects the Sunday school lessons which 
are studied every Sabbath by millions 
of scholars. For each week in the year 
they select a certain number of verses 
from the Bible, which form the basis of 
the lesson, and give to each selection an 
appropriate title. To this is appended a 
text from another part of the Bible, a 
pertinent passage, which is called the 
golden text. This material is first sub- 
mitted to the whole committee and then 
given to the various publishers. When 
the lenson is printed in the various 
ways, it has a wide distribution. It 
reaches the Sunday school scholar in a 
variety of forma. It may be banded out 
by the teacher in the shape of a leaflet, 
or it may come as a supplement to a re- 
ligious or secular weekly. 
The com- 


ments and explanations of the lesson are 
made by ministers employed by the dif- 
ferent publishers to do the work. The 
lesson committee has arranged a course 
that will cover the Scriptures in six 
years. 


It is estimated that fully SQ.'OOO.OOO 


copies of the international 
Sunday 


school lesson are used each Sabbath in 
various parts of the ^world. Of .course 
•they must be selected to meet a Tariety 
of demands, and the committee try to 
make them generally acceptable. To 
this end they give a hearing, before 
making their selection!, to the various 
organizations, such as the Institute of 
Sacred Literature, the International 
Primary Teachers' union, the American 
Sunday School union, the -Lesson Writ-

ers' and Publishers' union and to de- 
nominational societies. After the di- 
verging views of these associations have 
been expressed the committee consider 
their recommendations and give them 
as much satisfaction as possible. 


The sessions of the international con- 


vention will be held in the beautiful 
new Tremont temple, which was re- 
cently dedicated, and in the Park Street 
church. Two sessions will bo held each 
day for three days. Dwight L. Moody, 
the evangelist, will have charge of the 
opening services, and will also speak 
for 20 minutes each noon at the Park 
Street church. 


On the Sunday previous to the open- 


ing of the convention all the pastors 
throughout the state and many in New 
England are to preach sermons or de- 
liver addresses containing the story of 
the origin and work of the convention 
and of the plans for Sunday school 
work in the future. It is an interesting 
story too. The first national convention 
was held 64 years ago in Chatham 
street chapel, New York. 
Only 220 


delegates wore present representing but 
15 states in the Union. At the coming 
convention each one of the 45 states and 
all the territories will be represented. 
The Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen of 
New Jersey was the first president 


The first international convention wafl 


held 42 years later, in May, 187T>, at 
Baltimore. Rev. Dr. George A Pelts, 
also of New Jersey, was chosen presi- 
dent. From these two starting point* 
the movement has gone forward with j 
increasing power and magnitude The 
leading clergymen of all denomination* 
have taken an interest in the work. 
and some of our most prominent public 
men have taught Bible classes in the 
Sunday school. Chairman B F. Jacobs, 
who has been in the movement for 
mtny years, and whose services have 
been largely instrumental in its growth 
and prosperity, is a Chicago business 
man. 
He is an indefatigable worker, 


and has at hi.s finger tips all the details 
of the big organization which he ha* 
helped to build.
